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Reasons for Allowance 



1 . An amendment was received from the applicant on October 7, 2004. 

2. Claims 2 and 3 have been canceled. 

3. Claims 1 and 4-12 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The boat hull 
apparatus as claimed is not shown or suggested in the prior art because of the use of 
an apparatus that is comprised of at least one starboard hull section with a bow section 
and a stern wave section, and at least one port hull section with a bow section and a 
stern wave section, where each of said bow and stern sections is further comprised of 
more than three triangular panels that meet at a common point so that said common 
point of each of said bow and stern sections is aligned to provide a hull section axis that 
is substantially parallel to an axis of the direction of travel, and where each of said hull 
sections has at least one sail and mast assembly in order to propel said apparatus. 

5. The prior art as disclosed by Broes (US 3,786,772) shows the use of a multi-hull 
apparatus that is comprised of at least one starboard hull section with a bow section 
and a stern wave section, and at least one port hull section with a bow section and a 
stern wave section, where said port and starboard hull sections are substantially equal 
and bilaterally symmetrical, and each bow and stern section of said port and starboard 
hull sections is further comprised of four triangular panels that all meet at a common 
point so that each of said hull sections is aligned to provide a hull section axis that is 
substantially parallel to an axis of the direction of travel of said apparatus. However, 
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none of the prior art cited shows or suggests the use of a boat hull apparatus that is 
comprised of at least one starboard hull section with a bow section and a stern wave 
section, and at least one port hull section with a bow section and a stern wave section, 
where each of said bow and stern sections is further comprised of more than three 
triangular panels that meet at a common point so that said common point of each of 
said bow and stem sections is aligned to provide a hull section axis that is substantially 
parallel to an axis of the direction of travel, and where each of said hull sections has at 
least one sail and mast assembly in order to propel said apparatus.
